Four Are Fingerprinted 
And ‘Mugged’in Dry Cases

In a revival of the once-abandoned 
system of fingerprinting and “mug- 
ging” persons charged with violation of 
the prohibition laws, the Police De- 
partment yesterday put four persons, 
including one woman, through the 
Bertillon mill. 

The measurements, prints and. pic- 
tures of the quartet were made by De- 
tective Sergt. Fred Sandberg and his 
assistants pursuant to an order issued 
recently by Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, su- 
perintendent of police, to the effect 
that hereafter all persons charged with 
violation of the prohibition laws must 
go through the same system of identi- 
fication as that to which murderers, 
bandits and other felons are subjected. 

While none of the four who were 
put through the mill yesterday regis- 
tered any violent objection in the ex- 
amination room, counsel for one de- 
clared that the procedure was an “out- 
rage,” and intimated that he not only 
would protest to Maj. Hesse, but that 
he would carry the--matter into the 
courts. , 

One of the first persons submitted 
to the ordeal of the examination was 


Mrs. Lena Katherine Hesen, 24 years 
old, of 901 Thirteenth street north- 
west, who had been arrested earlier 
in the day by Sergt. George M. Little 
and the police flying squadron. 

She was taken into custody at her 
apartment at the Thirteenth street ad- 
dress and charged with illegal posses- 
sion and sale of intoxicating liquor.

FRENCH RIOTERS JAILED 


Boston, Aug. 25 (A.P.).—Guarded in 
death by the blue uniform of the law 
they scorned in life, the bodies of 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti 
tonight were brought to a tiny Hanover 
street funeral chapel, in the heart of 
the North End Italian quarter, to lie 
in state until a final parade and cre- 
mation Sunday. 

The bodies were to have arrived dur- 
ing the day, but an ever-circling 
crow: of several hundred persons in 
the -treet caused the funeral director 
to call a halt until he received ample 
assurance of sufficient police protec- 
tion. After a Génférence with police 
authorities a detail of 30 patrolmen 
was dispatched to the scené and 
promptly with the arrival of the blue- 
coats the bodies were brought in. 

Surging against the double cordon 
of police from door to curb, the crowd 
had increased to about 1,000, when a 
severely simple red-draped mahogany 
coffin was slid from a hearse and car- 
ried into the building. It was an- 
nounced that it contained the body of 
Sacco. Vanzetti’s body arrived about 
twenty minutes later, and almost im- 
mediately afterward guiding lights of 
the Sacco-Vanzetti defense committee, 
followed by newspaper men, were ad- 
mitted to the tiny chapel, hardly 20 
by 20 feet in size.

Baltimore, Md., Aug. 25 (A.P.).—An 
explosion, attributed by the police to a 
bomb, late tonight slightly damaged 
the city sewage disposal pumping sta- 
tion and the city morgue, nearby. Be- 
lief was expressed by the police that 
Sacco-Vanzetti sympathizers -were re- 
sponsible. 

The explosives had been placed in a 
grating leading to the fire room of the 
pumping station, with the aim, in- 
vestigators thought, of wrecking either 
the boilers or the pumps. Had this 
been done, all the sewage*woure have 
backed up in Baltimore. 

A 12-foot section of thé grating was 
blown away, and the walls of the 
station’s basement and of a 100-foot 
ventilator stack cracked. Small holes 
were torn in the walls of the pumping 
station and the morgue, and all win- 
dows in both buildings shattered. The 
blast was heard over a wide section of 
the city. 

Passersby reported seeing a “swarthy” 
man run from the scene just after the 
blast.

TAKES MANY LIVES: 
OfIPD ARE OMAGHED 


7 Known Dead Reported 
at Halifax, With Dozens’ 
of Vessels Wrecked. 


PASSENGERS OF LINER 
ARE INJURED IN GALE 


Fears Felt for Hundreds of 
Fishing Craft Huddled 
Off Cape Cod. 


Halifax, Nova Scotia, Aug. 25 .(A.P.). 
Seven deaths, heavy damage to ship- 
ping, with dozens of small craft smashed 
to pieces or sunk, disruption of com- 
munication throughout the province, 
trains and highways traffic held up by 
washouts on railway tracks and roads 
and damage to crops and buildings 
were the results of one of the worst 
storms in the history of Nova Scotia. 

Full details of the havoc wrought 
still were unknown here tonight, 24 
hours after the gale broke, because of 
broken telephone and telegraph wires. 

With the discovery of their badly 
battered boat on the rocks at Digby, 
no hope was held out for the safety 
of Warren Ossinger and his son, Ken- 
neth, who were on the fishing grounds 
yesterday when the storm reached that 
vicinity. Stafford Rice was also be- 
lieved lost when, after the gale was 
over, he and his boat were missing.

AFTER COOGRAVE WIND 


Government Hurls Bombshell 
Into Opposition Camp Fol- 
lowing Victories. 


2 SEATS WON. IN VOTING 


Dublin, Irish Free State, Aug. 25 (A. 
P.)—Swiftly following upon two great 
election victories, the Cosgrave govern- 
ment today threw a bombshell into 
the political situation in the shape of 
a proclamation calling for the imme- 
diate dissolution of the Free State leg- 
islature and for a general election which 
will be held about the middle of Sep- 
tember. 

As soon as the results of the elec- 
tions, on which the government had 
staked its existence, were known, the 
executive council met, decided to take 
full advantage of the present favorable 
situation for the government and ad- 
vised Gov.

Fear Dams Would 
Destroy Beauty. 


A score of citizens rose at a public 
hearing yesterday to protest against 
the proposed development of the water 
power of the Potomac River, while only 
two stood up to indorse it. 

The hearing, which took place in 
the auditorium of the Interior De- 


partment Building, was held in con- 
nection with the application of the 
Potomac River Corporation for a pre- 
liminary permit to survey the stream 
and its tributaries and determine the 
feasibility of harnessing the water for 
electric power. The power would be 
sold in Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia and the District of Columbia. 

Maj. Brehon Somervell, Army ensgi- 
neer in charge of the Washington Dis- 
trict, who conducted the hearing, an- 
nounced afterward that his report will 
be ready in about a month. This re- 
port will recommend that the prelim- 
inary permit either be granted or 
denied. It will be turned over to the 
Federal Power Commission, which is 
authorized by law to grant preliminary 
permits and licenses to construct 
power plants. The commission is com- 
posed of the Secretary of War, the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and the Secretary 
of the Interior. 


Beauty Greatest Argument. 


Three-fourths of those who protested 
against the project yesterday declared 
the building of dams at Chain, Bridge 
and Great Falls would destroy for- 
ever the great natural beauty to be 
found at those points. The National 
Capital Park and Planning Commis- 
sion, it was pointed out, proposes to 
convert this region into a beautiful 
park and playground. 

Among other arguments were these: 
The project is unnecessary; the dams 
would inundate much valuable land 
and create “stagnant, slimy” pools; 
there would be danger of the dams 
breaking and flooding the city; it 
would destroy much wild life, and it 
would encourage the building af fac- 
tories in Washington.

The planning commission, he said, 
would recommend that between $2,000,- 
000 and $3,000,000 be spent qn the pro- 
posed park. 

Two communities within a few miles 
of each other were diametrically op- 
posed in their views on the proposed 
power project. The Cabin John Citi- 
zens Association denounced the project, 
while the Glen Echo Citizens Associa- 
tions praised it. ' 

Andrew Wilkins, of Cabin John, said 
the water that would be backed up by 
the dam at Chain Bridge would inun- 
date a vast area in his community and 
Moree — plans now being made for 
establishing a park and pl 
there. . r ged agees, 

O. M. Kile, of Glen Echo, declared the 
‘dam would create a beautiful lake 
between the Virginia highlands and 
the Maryland highlands that would be a 
thing of surpassing beauty, “as com- 
pared to the muddy, shallow, tortuous, 
quickly rising and falling stream that 
we now find impossible to utilize in 
any adequate way.” Boating and other 
water sports would flourish, he de- 
clared, and the unsightly buildings now 
found at the water’s edge would give 
way to # beautiful landscape scheme. 

Kile denounced the National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission for try- 
ing “to sweep aside all possibility of 
cheaper electricity for the sake of main- 
taining a particular brand of scenic 
beauty, pleasing to a majority of the 
commission. It is a position, Kile said, 
which the commission will find diffi- 
cult to maintain. 

Leland Barton, a Washington attor- 
ney. who owns some land along the 
upper Potomac, was the only other 
speaker, aside from the two men finan- 
cially interested, who indorsed the 
project. He declared the water power is 
very likely to be needed by future gen- 
erations, and for that reason the 
aestruction of some natural beauty 
scarcely would be a crime. 

P. E. P. Official Speaks. 

S. R. Bowen, vice president of the 
Potomac Electric Power Co., declared 
the Potomac River Corporation should 
be made to state what necessity exists 
for harnessing the Potomac River. His 
company, he said, had acquired a large 
area Of land near:Great Falls with an 
idea of developing power there, but had 
concluded it would be cheaper to con- 
tinue using power generated by steam 
at Benning. . 

Maj. Clayton E. Emig, representing 
the Federation of Citizens Associations 
and the Dupont Circle Citizens Associa- 
tion, denounced the project, saying the 
saving of an infinitesimal sum on elec- 
tricity did not justify destruction of 
the natural beauty of the Potomac 
gorge. He said the Dupont association 
once had indorced the Norris plan for 
developing the water power of the river, 
but since has regretted its action.

CHICAGO GANGSTERS 


BEGIN FIGHT AGAINST 
POLICE SANITY TEST 


Arrested Brothers Committed 
for Observation When They 
Refuse to Submit. 


ALIENIST CERTIFICATES 
SOUGHT IN UNDERWORLD 


New Police Tactic Will Be 
Subjected to Scrutiny of 
Criminal Courts. 


Chicago, Aug. 25 (A.P.).—The new 
enemy of Chicago gangsters and gun- 
men—police sanity tests—today won a 
partial victory over Frank and Vincent 
McErlane, figures of the once powerful 
Saltis-McErlane gang, as they faced a 
10-day “stretch” in the psychopathic 
hospital for mental observation? 


The brothers, arrested last night in a 
fashionable Hyde Park hotel, wilted 
before the threat of this strange new 
weapon in the hands of the police and 
refused to take the simple tests which 
tell their minds’ meanderings. 


“We refuse to talk until we get to 
court,” the men said last night when 
confronted with the test questions, but 
their defiance only led police to decide 
to send them to the psychopathic hos- 
pita] for observation, after which they 
will be taken before the county judge 
for a sanity hearing. 

The arrest of the brothers in the 
hotel resulted after other guests com- 
plained of a disturbance. Police at 
once decided to apply the sanity tests 
recently adopted in their war to rid 
Chicago of gangsters. The McErlanes 
promised to leave town if not given 
the tests, but Chief of Detectives Willl- 
iam O’Connor Was adamant and would 
have given the tests last night if 
the brothers had not preferred to have 
“taken them in court.” 


Formerly“Freed in Murder. 


Frank McErlane last spring was ac- 
quitted of murder in a holdup in Lake 
County, Ind. 

Two companions arrested with the 
brothers were held for investigation, 
but were not subjected to the tests. 
While the police were endeavoring to 
question the McErlanes, two psychia- 
trists were present and after their ob- 
servations of the proceedings said there 
was sufficient evidence to hold the 
brothers for further observance. 

When registering at the hotel the 
brothers had given the names of Charles 
Ryan and Vincent Jordan. Their arrest 
precipitated them into the midst of the 
new police move inaugurated by Chief 
O’Connor for “padded cells for crimi- 
nals.” At the outset of the move the 
chief had predicted fhe would “land 
the McErlanes.’ 


Sanity Certificates Sought. 


Sam Pullano was found sane today 
by a lunacy commission, but Dr. Fran- 
cis J. Gerty, one of the psychopathic 
hospital doctors, declared tests showed 
Pullano only 75 per cent normal, and 
he recommended that the patient be 
sent to an institution for feeble- 
minded. Pullano had a mental age of 
i2 years, the doctor. said. 

A new obstacle today was thrown in 
the way of the police tactics to subject 
gangsters to mentality tests. Several 
gangsters were reported to have ob- 
tained certificates from alienists testi- 
fying to the normality of their minds. 
Louis Alterie, former associate of Dion 
O’Banion, was one who was reported 
to have taken this precaution.

Athens, Ohio, Aug. 25 (A.P.).—The 
Pomeroy and Hocking mining districts 
were quiet again tonight following 
feverish excitement earlier in the day 
incident to the attempted invasion of 
the Pomeroy district by .1,000 union 
sympathizers from the Hocking district. 

The invaders were turned back at the 
Athens-Meigs County line by Oral 
Daugherty, president of the Hocking 
district miners union, who made a hur- 
ried circuitous run by automobile to 
head off the caravan. Richard Camp- 
bell, president of the miners union in 
the Pomeroy district, also made a dash 
out of Pomeroy to meet the invaders 
and turn them back, but Daugherty 
beat him. 

Sheriff J. A. Willock, of Meigs County, 
advised of the contemplated invasion 
of his territory, had summoned a num- 
ber of deputies and awaited eventuali- 
ties, which failed to materialize. He 
had announced that he would not 
molest the invaders so long as they 
were peaceful. The exact purpose of 
the planned invasion of the nonunion 
fields of Meigs County could not be 
learned definitely, though it was under- 
stood that a mass meeting at which 
persuasive methods were to be em- 
ployed to induce miners to quit work 
was contemplated, 


Others Join the Band. 


The Hocking Valley miners started 
their invasion from, the Sundry Creek 
Valley near Gloucester. They were 
headed by a drum corps and comprised 
about 400 persons in 100 automobiles. 
Many women and children were in the 
throng. As the caravan _ proceeded 
others fell in line and before the Meigs 
County. line was reached, the invading 
army was estimated at 1,000. 

“On to Pomeroy,” the invaders would 
shout as they rolled along making 
merry. Idle miners or union sym- 
pathizers along the line would either 
pile into a passing automobile or run 
out their own and join the procession. 

After halting the invasion, Daugh- 
erty went to Pomeroy where he took 
up quarters to be in readiness to act 
promptly in case any attempts were 
made to invade the Pomeroy fields. 
Several mines in the Pomeroy district 
are operating on a nonunion basis and 
it is understood that several miners 
from the Hocking district have gone 
there for employment. The New 
Pittsburgh Coal Co., and the Scutter- 
Essex Co., each is operating two mines. 


Mine Deputies Have Quit. 


Sherif William Wiliams of Athens | 


County now is without any special 
deputies for guarding the mines. Last 
week a part of them were dropped be- 
cause of lack of funds to pay them, 
and last night the remaining sixteen 
quit because of no pay. Athens County 
banks have refused to loan the county 
money to pay the guards. 

Judge Benson Hough, Columbus, sit- 
ting at Cincinnati today, renewed the 
temporary restraining order granted 
four Ohio mines against union inter- 
ference with the operation of the mines 
on a nonunion basis. The hearing to 
determine whether the injunction will 
be made permanent will be at Steuben- 
ville on September 6. 

Des Moines, Iowa, Aug. 25 (A.P.).— 
Officials of Mystic and Centerville, 
Iowa, were summoned for a conference 
with Gov. Hammill today regarding the 
need for mobilization of National Guard 
troops at the mining towns. Members 
of the Iowa Coal Operators Association 
have asked for militia to guard the 
mines, Joe Motris, president of the 
miners’ union, said he believed troops 
were unnecessary. There have been no 
serious disorders in the region.

O’Brien withstood urging to reveal 
the names of those who had threatened 
him, and Sherry’s trial was recessed 
until tomorrow.

LEU. WILLIAMS FLIES 
AT 240 MILES AN HOUR 


Unofficial Estimate Is Made 
After Test of Schneider 
Race Machine. 


| Port Washington, N. Y., Aug. 25 
| (A.P.).—Lieut. Alford J. Williams, U. 


|S. N., today qualified his specially built 
| seaplane to attempt a new speed record 
for planes of this type. 

Williams took his little plane with its 
24 cylindered motor into the air today 
from Manhasset Bay for two brief test 
flights, in the first of which an unof- 


ficial estimate by Otis A Porter, repre- 
sentative of the National Aeronautic 
Association, placed his speed at 240 
miles an hour. The world’s record for 
seaplane speed, held by Mario Di Ber- 
nardi, of Italy, is 258,873 miles per 
hour. 

By his two flights and two landings 
today Williams qualified his plane un- 
der the rules which require thit to 
establish a recognized record, a plane 
must have made at least two flights be- 
fore the official speed test is made. 

The Navy flier declined to say what 
speed he attained in his tests today, 
his only comment when he landed after 
the first flight being “‘You can say that

AL AGREEMENT 


‘Made Prior to Collapse at 
Geneva and Not Secret, 
Officials Say. 


DENIALS ARE EXPECTED 
| OF UNDERSTANDING 


Compromise Plan at Navy 
Conference Now Shown to 
Have Been Joint Affair.

There was an immediate reaction in 
| Europe as well as in America yesterday 
to the report published exclusively in 
The Post concerning a secret Anglo- 
Japanese understanding at Geneva, fol- 
lowing the collapse of the ill-fated tri- 
partite conference on limitation of 
naval armaments. 

From London came an apparently in- 
spired statement from the _ British 
foreign office declaring that the only 
possible agreement, to which the report 
might refer, had been drawn up by the 
Japanese and British delegations before

the conference collapsed. As the Ameri- | 
can delegation had later been informed | 


of this agreement 
prior to the time America refused to 
adhere to the Anglo-Japanese plan, it 
is stated. Obviously, if the British and 
| Japanese came to any secret under- 
standing as to the future, when America 
frustrated their joint compromise plan, 
it is not a matter which the British 
foreign Office is going to advertise and 
it is admittedly essential that formal 
denial be made of any such agreement 
or understanding, in no matter what 
form it might exist. 


No Knowledge Here. 


At the State Department here im- 
mediate steps were taken to go on 
record as having no Knowledge of any 
secret Anglo-Japanese understanding. 
William R. Castle, jr., Acting Secretary 
in the absence of Mr. Kellogg, made the 
following statement: 

“The press story of a secret naval 
| pact between Great Britain and Japan 
jis, as far as the State Department 
| knows, absolutely without foundation. 
| No suggestion of this kind has reached 
| the department and I have no reason 
to believe that there is any foundation 
for the story.” 
| Other officials pointed out that any 
| secret naval pact, such as Mr. Castle re-

No Revelation Expected, 


The only information reaching res- 
| ponsible official circles here with res- 
| pect to this matter is confined to the 
|report of a secret understanding between 
bong British and Japanese just prior to 
bw immediately after the smash-up at 
Geneva. The importance which a threat 
| to renew the alliance at once assumes 
|results from obvious deductions as to 
| how the British and Japanese will play 
_ their cards at the coming naval confer- 
ence. No authoritative information 
respecting plans of procedure is to be 
expected, either now or prior to 1931, 
unless something totally unexpected de- 
veélops. Meanwhile, publicity and neces- 
sary diplomatic denials both tend to 
embarrass future plans involved in any 
secret understanding, it is explained, 
'as the day of reckoning ultimately 
, comes. 

The inspired statemen’ from London 
to the effect that there was only one 
understanding or agreement between 
the British and Japanese, to which the 
report might refer, caused some aston- 
ishment in certain. official quarters 
here. It was recalled that the so-called 
“compromise plan’ which was to save 
_the Geneva conference was character- 
ized as a “Japanese compromise plan.” 
|Cables from Geneva stated that the 
British were opposed to it and would 
probably not accept. Now it turns out, 
according to the British admission, that 
it was not a Japanese plan, but a 
“British-Japanese compromis: plan.” 
In other words, the British and Japan- 
ese had a secret understanding with 
respect to that plan and the Japanese 
put it out as a Japanese plan likely 
_to be opposed by the British. 


| UL. S. Frustrates Compromise. 


| America’s refusal to accept the British 
program frustrated the understanding 
which the British and Japanese had 
secretly reached in their joint effort to 
bring about a compromise. The con- 
ference then adjourned, with the un- 
derstanding that the British-Japanese- 
American contest over parity and naval 
ratios would be resumed, in any event, 
in 1931. And capital ships and the 
provisions of the Washington Naval 
Treaty are at that time open to review, 
as well as the four-power pact. Accord- 
ing to the British foreign office’s in- 
spired statement, the British and Jap- 
anese did have an understanding just 
prior to the smash-up, but refrained 
from any consideration of the-all-im- 
portant next move in the question of 
naval supremacy which the collapse of 
the conference automatically made of 
transcendent import to both these 
wers, 

Both the British and Japanese have 
consistently maintained that the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, snuffed out by the 
four-power pact, was an alliance for 
peace and humanity and not aimed at 
the United States. Mr. Balfour, at the 
Washington conference, described the 
alliance as a great boon for peace, 
which was merged into the four-power 
pact, the latter characterized as “some- 
thing new, something effective, which 
would embrace all the powers concern- 
ed in the vast area of the Pacific.

Increased in 1926

Petroleum production last year in 
the United States totaled 770,874,000 
barrels, a new record for all time, the 
Bureau of Mines announced yesterday. 
The figure was an increase of 1 per 
cent over 1925. 

Most of the 1926 gain over 1925 was 
due to Texas fields, which increased 
its production by 22,000,000 barrels. 
Oklahoma increased its output by 
2,500,000 barrels. There was a slight 
decline in California, while Pennsyl- 
vania, though the oldest petroleum 
area exploited in the country, increased 
production by nearly 900,000 barrels. 


| California led all States in 1926 with 


224.673,000 barrels. Oklahoma was sec- 
ond, with 179,195,000, and Texas third, 
with 166,916,000.

NEW FRIENDSHIP URGED 


Berlin, Aug. 25 (A.P.).—Mayor Walker, 
of New York, amused the guests atthe 
American Club banquet in his honor 
tonight by merry quips and sly allu- 
sions to prohibition in the United 
States, and then, becoming serious, he 
appealed to the Germans present not 
to consider New York merely as a city 
of jazz and the great white way. It 
was, he pointed out, the: commercial, 
financial and industrial center of the 
western hemisphere. 

The mayor was only a half hour late 
for the banquet, but his welcome was 
none the less hearty. 

The American Ambassador, Jacob 
Gould Schurman, in his speech, eulo- 
gized the Germans as excellent citi- 
He drank the health of Presi- 
tient von Hindenburg.

The Stars and Stripes, dripping 
throughout a day of rain, formed the 
solitary outward decoration of the 
Kaiserhoff Hotel, in which the banquet 
took place. 

In the banquet hall itself, however, 
both the American flag and the Ger- 
man republic flag of black, red and 
gold were draped Side by side, in ac- 
cordance with international courtesy. 


Chaliapin Deprived 
Of Rank by Soviet 


Moscow, Aug. 25 (A.P.).—Feodor 
Chaliapin, the grand opera singer, an 
announcement tonight says, has been 
divested of his rank as national artist 
of the republic by the Council of 
People’s Commissars. 

There have been recurrent reports 
foreshadowing such a step by the Soviet 
authorities on the ground that Chali- 
apin had sympathized with Russian 
emigres. 

The singer was quoted as saying: 

“It is serious, for I was proud of the 
title. I come from the people and I 
sing for the people, not for horses. I 
have no quarrel with the Soviet gov- 
ernment. If my government is red or 
white, czarist or republican—for me it 
is the same. I don’t understand poli- 
tics. I sing for the people, and I don’t 
ask whether they are white, brown or 
yellow.”

GANGSTER AND LAWYER 
ARE OLAIN IN oT. LOUD 


Killers Fire 4 Shots, Speeding 
Past Restaurant; Attorney 
Not a Target. 


St. Louis, Aug. 25 (A.P.).—Police were | 
searching “Little Italy” here today in 
search of the slayers of Aloys F. Beel- 
man, an attorney, and Benny Giamanco, 
well» known gangster, who were shot by 
gunmen in a renewal of gang warfare 
shortly before midnight. 

Speeding past the Lyric Coffee Shop, 
a gangster rendezvous in the heart of 
the business district, the killers fired 
four shots into the restaurant, osten- 
sibly to kill Giamanco and two com- 
panions. Giamanco lay dead on the 
sidewalk when the death car had 
passed, while Beelman, slumped over a 
cup of coffee in the restaurant, fatally 
wounded. 

Beelman, a graduate of the Washing- 
ton University Law School, who earned 
his way through college by serving on 
the police force, was the victim of a 
Stray bullet, the police said today, as 
nothing was found to connect him with 
the gang warfare which has simmered 
here for a year more. 

Two theories Were advanced in the 
Slaying. Police believe that Giamanco, 
an associate of Vincent Spicuzza and 
Tony Russo, gangsters recently slain in 
Chicago, was marked for death by either 
friends or enemies of the pair. The 
other theory was that the Cuckoo gang, 
which has been suppressed for a year, 
had again opened its fight with the 
Italian gang. 

Giamanco has a record of 78 arrests 
in three years here. He has at various 
times been suspected of crimes ranging 
from gambling to murder. Beelman, a 
former member of the St. Louis police 
force, had returned to the practice of 
law.

Male Codefendant Unmoved 
as Witnesses Tell of Seeing 
Couple Together. 


MRS. WILLIS NEAR TEARS 


Greenville, S. C., Aug. 25 (A.P.)—

Mrs. Ethel Willis, frail mother of four 
girls, and her codefendant, Henry S. 
Townsend, today went on trial for 
the murder of the woman’s husband, 
Sheriff Sam D. Willis, who was shot 
down at his garage door on June 12. 

As the ten witnesses called by the 
State told of seeing the two defendants 
together on the afternoon and night 
of the day preceding the slaying and 
as they described the condition of her 
husband’s body with four bullet 
wounds, Mrs. Willis, in deep mourninz 
and seated between her mother, Mrs. 
V. H. Gray, and her mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Julia Willis, listened intently. 
Frequently she dabbed at her eyes with 
her handkerchief, and once her body 
was shaken as she sought to control 
her emotions. 

Townsend, nattily dressed, betrayed 
no sign of nervousness except the oc- 
casional caressing of his face with his 
hand. His wife sat beside him, and 
nearby were his father and mother. 

Court recessed at 5:40 o’clock until 
9:30 o’clock tomorrow, after Cliff R. 
Bramlett, one of the slain officer’s 
deputies and the tenth witness called, 
had occupied the stand an hour and a 
half, relating the incidents of the Sat- 
urday night before the shooting and 
conditions at the ‘Willis 


Bramlett told of finding footprints 
|of a man and woman at the rear of the 
Willis garage, left he said, after Sheriff 
| Willis had driven into the garage about 
The print of a woman’s foot, 
he swore, was clearly visible in the 
track made by the slain officer’s heavy 
automobile as it rolled’ into the dirt- 
floored house. 

Other witnesses called by the prose- 
cution testified to seeing Mrs. Willis 
and Townsend together in the after- 
noon and evening of June 11, a few 
hours before the officer was shot. One 
man said he saw Townsend with a 
woman in an automobile about 10 
o’clock that night. 

At the habeas corpus proceedings the 
claim of an alibi was set up for Town- 
send, who was said by his witnesses to 
have been home all the evening, hav- 
ing just been discharged from a hospi- 
tal after undergoing a minor operation. 

Mrs. Willis, in her bond-hearing affi- 
davit, asserted she went home shortly 
after 9 o’clock, having separated from 
her husband at the Greenville County 
courthouse a few minutes earlier. One 
witness today said he sold Mrs. Willis 
a loaf of bread at 11 o’clock that night. 


Suicide Move Foiled; 
Heart Attack Fatal 


Chicago, Aug. 25 (A.P.).—William Ser- 
hant, 60, tried to commit suicide Tues- 
day by inhaling gas through a tube. 
He was found unconscious by his wife 
and revived by a lung motor squad. 

Last night while he was sitting in 
the living room of his home he sud- 
denly toppled over dead from heart 
disease.

Jackson later stood aside, holding 
several small placards, the top one of 
which read, “See what I did to those 
anarchistic——. (Signed) Judge Thay- 
er.” 

Miss Donovan was arrested a few mo- 
ments later when she attempted to 
embed the placard in the flowers at 
the foot of Vanzetti’s coffin. She was 
charged with obstructing foot passage.

By 8 o’clock the first members of the 
crowd outside were permitted to enter. 
Obviously of Italian extraction for the 
most part, few of those who appeared 
in the first half hour seemed drawn 
by morbid curiosity.

Police who 
rushed to his rescue were received with 
a shower of stores. They retaliated 
with revolver shots.

FISHER BROTHERS FALL 
TO GET BALDWIN VOTE 


Wall Street Is Mystified by 
Detroiters’ Failure to Win 
Board Place. 


BIG ADVANCE IN STOCK 


New York, Aug. 25 (A.P.). — An- 
nouncement from Philadelphia that 
Only routine business was transacted 
at the meeting today of the directors 
of the Baldwin Locomotive Works was 
received in Wall street with some sur- 
prise and mystification, It had been 
believed that important changes in the 
directorate were imminent, as the 
Fisher Bros., interests of Detroit, whose 
holdings of Baldwin are understood to 
amount to one-half of the 200,000 
shares of common stock, and Arthur 
W. Cutten, of Chicago, were known to 
be seeking representation on the board. 

The mystification grew when it was 
learned that C. R. Bidding and R. P. 
Shields, understood to have been slated 
for seats on the board on behalf of 
Fisher Bros.. were in New York at the 
time the meeting was being held in 
Philadelphia. Interests close to the 
Fishers declared that Bidding and 
Shields, following upon a conference 
with Samuel M. Vauclain, president of 
the Baldwin works, yesterday, returned 
to New York under the impression that 
no meeting was to be held today be- 
cause a quorum could not be obtained. 

While no official comment was made 
by Fisher representatives here, it was 
indicated that the efforts to secure rep- 


resentation on the Baldwin directorate 
would be resumed at the October meet- | 
ing. | 

The Fisher interests have been ac- 
quiring Baldwin common in the open 
market over a considerable period of | 
time. Their purchases, along with those | 
of Mr. Cutten, have been largely respon- | 
sible for an advance of. about $150 a/| 
share in the value of the stock, which 
is curbly quoted around $260. Persons 
close to the Fisher Bros. declared there 
was no connection between their pur- 
chases of stock and those of Mr. Cut- 
ten and that the Fisher Bros. were ac- 
cumulating the securities merely as an 
investment, without contemplating 
changes in the policies or management 


of the company.

\ANGLO-JAPANESE AGREEMENT. 

‘It is not surprising What the British 
and Japanese governments should have 
ptivately reached an understanding as to 
naval policy. It would have been sur- 
prising if they had not done so, in view 
of the situation that developed at Geneva. 
Both were confronted with a direct in- 
vitation to limit their cruiser, destroyer 
and submarine armaments, and an in- 
direct but unmistakable hint was given 
that the United States would greatly ap- 
preciate the compliment if those powers 
would follow American precedent by 
sqrapping surplus vessels in order to ap- 
ply the 5-5-3 ratio to such auxiliary 
craft. 

‘The British and Japanese delegates 
were between the horns of a dilemma. 
They were bound by good faith to reach 
an agreement if possible; and yet they 


“were instructed not to agree to scrap any 


ships. The British delegates did the best 
they could, by raising questions as to size 
and gun power of cruisers and the differ- 
enees between national defensive needs. 
These questions helped to consume the 
time of the conference and enabled it to 
adjourn on the pretense that the cause 
of disagreement was not refusal to limit 
armaments or to scrap ships, but inabil- 
ity to reach an understanding on minor 
points. The world was not deceived in 
the slightest degree, however, and the 
satirical comments of European observ- 
ers quickly exposed the prime fact that 
Great Britain and Japan had resolved to 
risk the dangers of unlimited naval ex- 
pansion and competition rather than 
scrap a single vessel. 

The United States in 1922 succeeded 
in restoring confidence in the Pacific by 
scrapping its superior Navy, in exchange 
for which the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
was terminated and the four-power 
treaty concluded. Great Britain was re- 
lieved of the necessity of building more 
battleships, while securing equality with 
the United States, and Japan was as- 
sured of peace without further reliance 
upon the uncertain treaty of alliance with 
Britain. 

The Washington treaties, however, are 
subject to revision in 1931. Neither 
Great Britain nor Japan can count abso- 
lutely upon the willingness of the United 
States to perpetuate an arrangement 
whose spirit has been violated by the 
other parties to it. The building of large 
cruisers by Great Britain and Japan sub- 
sequent to the treaty has entirely upset 
the ratio that existed when the United 
States scrapped its ships. Both Britain 
and Japan are now stronger on the seas 
than the United States. This fact, deeply 
impressed upon the American people by 
the refusal of Britain and Japan to agree 
to the American proposal at Geneva, is 
now the cause of a general demand for 
the expansion of the United States Navy. 
President Coolidge has responded to this 
universal feeling, and a program for ex- 
pansion will undoubtedly be adopted by 
the next Congress. 

Nothing is more certain, in these cir- 
cumstances, than the consummation of 
an agreement by Great Britain and Japan 
looking to the future. They are still up 
against the alternative of agreeing to 
limitation of their armament on all 
classes of vessels or running the risk of 
seeing their fleets sink into comparative 
inferiority. In order to find a solution 
_of the problem which will afford them a 
sénse of security and yet avoid commit- 
ment to a limitation treaty, they have 
_ reached an understanding, the scope of 
- which is not yet disclosed.

DELAY DESTROYS THE LAW. 


Speaking before the Commercial Law League 
of America in Atlantic City, Charles H. Tuttle, 
United States attorney of New York, charac- 
terized the American system of criminal pro- 


cedure, which sometimes permits years to 


elapse between the trial of a defendant and the 


final execution of the sentence, not only a 
national disgrace but a national menace. Of 
it, he said, in part: 

It destroys confidence and security at 
home and excites criticism and protest 
abroad. When many years elapse between 
indictment and sentence and execution of 
that sentence in a notable murder case, 
the law itself is the thing really tried and 
condemned. Thereby a grave injustice is 
done to the defendants, whether guilty or 
innocent. 


The remark doubtless was suggested by re- 
cent events in Massachusetts, and few will be 
found, no matter upon which side of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti dispute they may be, who will 
deny its pertinency. Nor is Mr. Tuttle the 
first to criticize the law’s delay, for no less 
a person than Chief Justice Taft not long ago 
called upon the legal profession of the country 
to take cognizance of the situation. 

Yet no one has come forth with a solution. 
Legal processes and machinery are in constant 
flux. In their perpetual state of evolution, 
each tiny change is based upon the past, each 
new idea pecomes a precedent. Tradition is 
nowhere more firmly fixed than in judicial 
procedure. 

Only the extremely pessimistic, however, be- 
lieve that the American system of criminal 
procedure is hopelessly involved in its own 
coils. Cries for reform are growing in volume. 
Able minds and large institutions have set 
about to study the situation, and it is not un- 
reasonable to assume that_somewhere, some- 
how, relief will be had.

altogether out of proportion to his size. He is 


known as Trichina Spiralis, and he was ac- 


cused of causing trichinosis in those inhabi- 
tants of the German Empire who_have a fond- 
ness for American, or any other, pork in its 
raw state. 


The alleged infestation of the American hog 
by the trichinae caused the emperor’s gov- 
ernment to proclaim an embargo on all Amer- 
ican hog products. The threatened loss of a 
large market brought to Washington a dele- 
gation from the Western packers, who de- 
manded that immediate retaliatory action be 
taken by Congress. But instead Congress 
provided for the microscopic examination of 
all pork before it should be shipped in inter- 
state or foreign commerce. This microscopic 
investigation eventually resulted in the lifting 
of the embargo, and the American hog regained 
his place in the list of exports. 

That was long before the enactment of either 
the pure food or the meat inspection law, since 
which enactments little has been heard of 
foreign objections to the admission of any 
American food products. 

There never was anything like a widespread 
outbreak of trichinosis in this country, for the 
reason that the parasite that causes the dis- 
ease is easily destroyed when subjected to 
heat. Roasting, boiling, or frying ‘‘cooks his 
goose’? completely. As Americans prefer their 
pork cooked it is seldom that any persons are 
found afflicted with trichinosis. But there are 
probably just as many of the parasites among 
the hogs of today as there ever were, and it is 
evident that the Department of Agriculture 
has found some signs of activity among them, 
for it has just issued a warning to pork eaters 
to take care that the meat is thoroughly 
cooked. 


HIT-AND-RUN CRIMINALS. 


In order to encourage the reporting of hit- 
and-run motorists the American Automobile 
Association has offered a reward of $100 to 
any citizen who gives information leading to 
the 
motorist who flees the scene of an accident 


apprehension and conviction of any 


without making his identity known. 
The local traffic act is both clear and posi- 
tive regarding the course to be pursued by the 


motorist who is so unfortunate as to become 
involved in an accident. He must make his 
identity known. If he runs from the scene he 
has further violated the law, and has become 
liable to fine and imprisonment. Such a law 
unquestionably is just. The motorist who in- 
jures an individual, even though he may be 
blameless, not only should want to explain the 
accident to the proper authorities but also has 
a duty to perform in succoring the injured. He 
who runs away is both a criminal and a coward, 
and should not be permitted to further make 
use of the streets. 

In one respect it seems unfortunate that a 
reward should have to be offered to aid in the 
apprehension of such individuals, for the wit- 
ness’ duty in this respect should be apparent. 
Citizens realize, however, that the act of re- 
porting a hit-and-run driver is followed by a 
summons to appear in court, and actuated by 
the fear of sacrificed time and income through 
court appearances, they frequently fail in their 
duty. The reward, however, shoulds provide 
ample compensation for time lost. The Amer- 
ican Automobile Association has performed a 
valuable civic service, and it is to be hoped 
that arrests and convictions of hit-and-run 
motorists will in the future more closely ap- 
proximate the number of such cases reported 
to the police. |

Toronto, approximately 14 per cent of the auto- 
mobiles bore American license plates, yet nearly 
40 per cent of the fines levied in Quebec were 
upon Americans. At first glance the disparity 
between the figures would lead one to believe 
that the Canadian traffic authorities were con- 
ducting a drive levied particularly against 
Americans. Yet when one considers that the 
American tourist crop is an important summer 
industry to Canada, it is hard to believe that 
the authorities would undertake a campaign 
that might discourage touring. 

Canada wants American tourists, and it is 
only natural that every step would be taken 
to make their visit easy and pleasant, so that 
they would be disposed to come again. It 
would be good business to let minor offenders 
off whenever possible with only a warning. 
American motorists probably are taking ad- 
vantage of the situation, and probably are 
guilty of traffic violations to a far greater ex- 
tent than the figures indicate. 

What-is there about the American motorist 
that “makes him feel justified as soon as he 
leaves his own State or municipal police juris- 
diction to drive with reckless abandon, pay- 
ing as little attention as possible to local traf- 
fic regulations? No doubt he. knows that traf- 
fic authorities are “always polite to the 
stranger,’’ and he abuses their patience. But he 
also ignores a subpena when he can, knowing 
that by nightfall he will be more than a hun- 
dred miles away, far from the jurisdiction of 
the court. 

The remedy lies in an immediate trial, and 
one guesses that such a course must have been 
adopted by the Quebec: courts.

MUNICIPAL EXPERIMENTS. 

For the last eleven years Buffalo has ex- 
perimented with the commission form of gov- 
ernment and, according to the ideas of some 
of the leading citizens of that municipality, 
the experiment has been anything but satis- 


factory. It is.certain that taxes have increased 


enormously; that the public utilities have been 
the subject of severe criticism, and that 
charges of graft in the purchase of lands 
necessary for schools and charitable institu- 
tions have been made more freely than ever 
before. There have been bickerings between 
the mayor and the commissioners at nearly 
every meeting. 

Now it is proposed to adopt a new charter, 
under which there will be five councilmen at 
large, and the president of that council, to- 
gether with the mayor and the city comptroller, 
will be ineligible to succeed themselves. There 
will be nine district councilmen, elected by the 
voters in the several divisions of the city, 

This proposed change will be voted upon at 
a special election to be held on Monday next. 
Under the present plan the city is governed 
by a mayor-and four commissioners, who are 
nominated in so-called nonpartisan primaries, 
and who divide among themselves the control 
of the various departments of the city. 7T’ 
proposed new charter gives the mayor the 
heads of the city departments,

For too long has humanity groaned beneath 
the tyrannous sway of anopheles quadrimacu- 
latus, but now his days are numbered and he

The anopheles quadrimaculatus is, be it un- 


derstood, that one of the three common Anoph- 
eles mosquitoes of the United States, which is 4 
carrier and transmitter of malaria. Through 
his instrumentality more than 3,000,000 per- 
sons in this country contract malaria every 
year, and he is the cause of the death of more 
than 2,000,000 persons throughout the world. 
It is said that his pestiferous activities cost 
the United States $100,000,000 annually. So 
formidable an enemy of human health and 
life is, justly, to suffer for his sins. The inter- 
national health board of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation has not only pinned on him the evidence 
of his destructive qualities, but has also ob- 
served when and where he breeds, and is about 
to concentrate on what it believes to be the 
feasible task of wiping him out of existence. 

Malaria, a disease known from the earliest 
times and nearly world-wide in its scope, is 
already fairly well controlled in areas of dense 
population and high per capita income, but 
it is far otherwise in rural’ districts, where 
the population is sparse and tle per capita in- 
come low. It is, therefore, on the latter type 
of terrain that the new drive is to be made. 
The 1926 report of the board thus describes 
the modus operandi: 

Since the seasonal prevalence of this 
mosquito is known and also the prefer- 
ential breeding places, it is quite possible 
to concentrate on the destruction of this 
one species and to ignore all others, thus 
securing control of malaria at a reason- 
able cost even in sparsely settled areas. 
The method of procedure is one of gradual | 
attrition rather than of mass frontal at- 
tack; but it is believed that the strategy 
is sound, and, if continued systematically 
and persistently, is sure to result in a 
definite reduction in malaria in ve rural 

_ districts.

Protect the Community. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I 
want to express my appreciation of your 
editorial on the ‘Evil of Delayed Jus- 
tice.” Our courts are all too lenient, 
it is true, but the root of the evil is not 
with the courts, but is found in the 
laws. The laws in many of the States 
permit delays on too trivial causes, and 
leave open too wide the door for ap- 
peals. Technicalities are permitted to 
govern instead of justice. 

In all cases there are two sides—the 
community and the accused. Our 
, courts grant continuances on trivial 
_pretexts. Such action is a crime of the 
court against the community. Appel- 
late courts are too often brisk to reverse 
a case On a mere technicality. The rule 
prevails in Great Britain that the-ap- 
| pellate court works upon the presump- 
| tion that the lower court was correct in 
,its rulings, and the contrary must be 
' established by the appellant before a 
reversal will be granted; also that a 
reversal will not be granted on a tech- 
nicality unless substantial 
resulted. 

In this country our higher courts 
|work upon a different rule. Here. the 
presumption is that the trial court is 
'always wrong and the appellee must es- 
tablish the contrary. Here also, reverses 
, are given on technicalities that, in fact, 
/had no connection with the guilt or in- 
'nocence of the accused. If an error in 
‘the rulings of the trial court can be

found, no matter how trivial, a reversal 
‘must follow. 

What we need is first a reform in the 
laws governing the trial of criminal 
cases, reforms that will close the dooxs

Postponement Until Congress 
Meets Would Avoid Finan- 
cial Loss, They Say. 


Farmers’ of Prince Georges County 


| are in thorough accord with the posi- 


tion taken by George M. Roberts, Dis- 
trict superintendent of weights and 
measures, to the effect that no action 
should be taken looking toward the 
removal of the farmers’ market from 
its present site until Congress con- 
venes and takes action.

Today Jones routed Jimmy Johnston, 
Minneapolis, and Mackenzie won from 
Harry Legg, Minneapolis, after a desper- 
ate ding-dong match, not decided until 
the last putt was holed at the home 
hole. Chick Evans won the uneventful, 
and somewhat erratic match from Eddie 
Held, St. Louis, while Ouimet .putted 
his way to a fairly easy victory over 
Phillips Finlay, New York schoolboy,

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THE SPANISH KING. 

HE newspapers recently carried a 
ii cablegram that some one had dis- 
covered a cure for hemophilia, a 
disease that, “if left uncured, would 
wipe out the Spanish dynasty.” It is 
interesting, and also gratifying, to 
know that a cure for hemophilia has 
been found. However, the Spanish royal! 
family as a whole will not be wiped 
out by hemophilia if a cure for the 

disease has not been discovered. 
Hemophilla is a disease or condition 
in which the blood has little or no 
power to coagulate. In consequence, 
when a hemorrhage occurs in a hemo- 
philic it is difficult to stop it. The 
common name for hemophilics is bleed- 
ing. It is an inherited condition. Men 
are born bleeders. Like the barring in

bleeder is hat expected to be a bleeder,

The disease does not 
affect the females, yet they, having in- 
herited it, pass it on to their sons that 
they may suffer it, and to their daugh- 
ters that they may transmit it without 
having it. 

The blood of man and animals is a 
liquid which is always ready to clot, but 
which, fortunately for us, is able to 
restrain itself usually so long as it 
remains within the blood vessels. Just 
why it clots under certain circum- 
stances and fails to clot under ofher 
circumstances has been discovered. But 
just why blood of the bieeder will not 
clot under the circumstances which 
normally make for clotting has not 
been determined unless this European 
scientist figuring in the cablegram has 
succeeded,

for hemophilia, he may have discovered 
why blood clots at times inthe vessels

A. A. A. Proposes to Give $100 
for Information Leading 
to Conviction. 


AWARD TO HOLD GOOD 
FOR REMAINDER OF YEAR 


Planned to Remunerate Wit- 
nesses for Loss of Time 
From Work. 


One hundred dollars reward for in- 
formation leading to the conviction of 
any “hit and run” motorist, during the 
remainder of the year, was offered yes- 
terday by the American Automobile As- 
sociation in a letter to the Commis- 
sioners. The letter, which was signed 
by Ernest N. Smith, general manager, 
follows: - 

“Our study of the traffic situation in 
the District of Columbia convinces us 


. that the excellent work of the police in 


catching “hit and run” drivers is han- 
dicapped to some extent by the fact 
that citizens who might report the 
names or motor car license numbers of 
these law violators hesitate to do s0 
through fear of being tied up in court 
proceedings as witnesses. 

“Individuals losing wages as a re- 
sult of absence from their daily work 
to testify are loath, naturally, to fur- 
nish evidence which would necessitate 
their appearance in court as material 
witnesses. 


325 Recorded in Year. 


“Our analysis of the record of arrests 
of “hit and run” drivers indicates that 
there were 325 for the fiscal’ year 1926 
and 369 for the fiscal year 1927. Of 
the 1927 arrests 126 had their permits 
suspended. There is no record available 
to determine the proportion of convic- 
tions, but the Traffic Bureau estimates 
it is about 50 per cent. 

“To aid in curtailing the activities 
of the most despicable class of drivers 
known—he who hits and runs away— 
the District of Columbia division of the 
American Automobile Association offers 
$100 for information that will lead to 
the apprehension and conviction of any 
person who may kill or seriously injure 
any one and then drive away without 
making his identity known.

THEFT OF WAR BRIDE'S 
LOVE DENIED IN SUIT 


Soyez Answers Treasury 
Worker, Who Is Seeking 
$50,000 Damages. 


Emphatic denial of all charges made 
by George M. W. Shea, an employe of 
the Treasury Department, in his suit 
to collect $50,000 damages for alleged 
alienation of affections of Mrs. Reine 
Rose Shea were made in an answer 
filed in the District Supreme Court 
yesterday by Phillipe Charles Soyez, 
defendant in the suit. 


While a member of the American Ex- 
peditionary Force Shea wooed and mar- 
ried in December, 1918, the 17-year- 
old daughter of a French official. On 
May 31 last Shea was awarded an in- 
terlocutory decree for absolute divorce 
against his wife in Equity Court, with 
Soyez named as codefendant. 

On July 7 Shea filed the suit for al- 
leged alienation of affections against 
Soyez. Soyez is an insurance and real 
estate broker and maintains offices in 
the District National Bank Building. 
Mrs. Shea formerly operated a beauty 
parlor. Attorney Hewitt Griggs Rob- 
ertson appears for Soyez and Vivian O. 
Hill represents Shea.

By 10, 000,000, Hoover Says 


U.S. Sought 


Success of the Bureau of Fisheries, of 
the Department of Commerce, in propa- 
gating game fish is giving great satis- 
faction to Secretary Hoover. The Sec- 
retary, who is an ardent fisherman, 
told callers yesterday that after 40 
years of effort, much of it unavailing, 
the nurseries of-the Bureau of Fish- 
eries for game fish fry, are operating 
succesefully. 

Sixty nurseries are already in opera~ 
tion, and there are applications pend- 


ing for 100 more. Secretary Hoover 
pointed out there are about 10,000,000 
fishermen for game fish in this country. 
““More and better trout and other 
game fish and less time between bites 
is the burning issue with them,” said 
Secretary Hoover.

FALSE WEATHER REPORTS 
CHARGED BY fi. J. BROWNE 


Bureau Seeks to Prove Con- 
ditions Are Not “Abnormal,” 
Jardine Is Told. 


MARVIN BITTERLY SCORED 


In an effort to prove that the 
weather this year has not been “ab- 
normal,” the Weather Bureau has been 
issuing reports on the effect of weather 
on crops which are “incorrect and mis- 
leading,” Herbert Janvrin Browne, 
long range weather forecaster of this 
city, charges in a letter sent yester- 
day to Secretary of Agriculture Jar- 


dine. Mr. Browne predicted that this 
would be a “summerless summer.” 

Mr. Browne, in a statement supple- 
menting his letter, centers his attack 
on Prof. -Charles F. Marvin, chief of 
the Weather Bureau, whom, he asserts, 
‘has been using the official machinery 
of the Weather Bureau during the last 
three years by every foul means at his 
command to decry, to misrepresent and 
to suppress, if possible, the fundamen- 
tal work which has been going on now 
for several years in the development of 
scientific long range weather forecast- 
ing.” 

In his statement Mr. Browne declares 
that “I am prepared to prove every 
charge which I have ever made against 
the Weather Bureau and its fossilized 
and reactionary chief.” 

After calling Secretary Jardine’s at- 
tention to paragraphs in weather re- 
ports which he brands as misleading, 
Mr. Browne says that “with the ex- 
ception of the Pacific Coast States, 
the great food and staple producing 
areas of the country. were not: only be- 
low normal’.in temperature, but so 
much so as to produce with other ad- 
verse elements serious crop reaction.” 

In contrast to reports which he has 
received from various affected States 
that crops have been severely damaged 
by adverse weather, Mr. Browne quotes 
from a recent publication of the 
Weather Bureau as follows: “The gen- 
éral crop outlook affords evidence that 
the weather, as a whole, ‘during the 
present year, to date, has not been 
more than normally adverse to agri- 
cultural interests.” 

“The United States Weather Bureau,” 
continues Mr. Browne, “neither fore- 
casted the severe August frosts which 
have taken place since the first of Au- 
gust all the way from Minnesota to 
Michigan, nor does it report the frosts 
and their damage after they have oc- 
curred. On the contrary the Weather 
Bureau is exerting itself to demonstrate 
that this year has no abnormal 
weather.” 


CHARGES ARE DENIED 
IN VALUE OF BUILDING 


Trustees of L Street Structure 
Reply to Allegations of 
James E. Glass. 


The allegations of the suit of James 
E. Glass, of Philadelphia, for an in- 
junction. to- halt the sale of the Ver- 
mont Building, L street and Vermont 
avenue northwest, on charges that the 
value of the property and the monthly 
return were misrepresented, were denied 
yesterday in. answers filed in District 
Supreme Court by Andrew D. Porter and 
Percy W. Pickford, as trustees and in- 
dividuals. 

Another answer was filed by the 
Merchants Bank & Trust Co., through 
Attorneys Vandoren, Rafferty & Rogers 
and A. H. Ferguson, which declares 


«#that the bank directed the trustees to 
“advertise the property for: sale on 
August 31 because of failure to pay in- 


terest on $270,000 second trust notes. 
The bank declares it is ignorant of any 
misrepresentations on the purchase of 
the property and states that the notes 
were purchased in the regular routine 
of business. 

Affidavits of realty appraisers sup- 
plemented the answers of Porter and 
Pickford, which fix the valuation of the 
property at $850,000 and $900,000 on 
the land and improvements. At the 
request of Glass, one of the appraisers 
declares he appraised the building and 
gave a valuation of $900,000, but the 
plaintiff contends that the property is 
worth only $600,000. The actual fig- 
ures of the monthly returns for the 
month preceding the sale were filed 
with the title company before the case 
was closed, the trustees alleged. At- 
torneys Roger J. Whiteford and Henry 
C. Clark appeared for Porter and Pick- 
ford.

Permission of War Depart 
ment Is Extended Spe- 
cifically to District. 


NEW YORK ATLANTA LINE 
PLACE NOW IS ASSURED 


Federal Officials Believed De- 
sirous of Binding City to 
Finance Project. 


The District Commissioners yester- 
day rec-:ved from Hanford MacNider, 
acting Secretary of War, a letter grant- 
ing permission of the War Department 
for temporary use of Bolling Field for 
arrival and departure of postal air- 
planes. ; 


The permission is extended, not t& 
the Postoffice Department, but to the 
District of Columbia, which was in- 
terpreted in the District Building as 
being intended to bind the municipal 
government to the responsibility of 
financing the airport plan. 

Previously the War Department had 
stated tha* it would grant the privi- 
lege on certain conditions. The Com- 
missioners have met the _ conditions. 
The letter they received yesterday said: 

“Permission to use Bolling Field for 
the landing and taking off of air mail 
planes only, operated by Postoffice De- 
partment or their authorized contrac- 
tors, is: granted by the War Depart- 
ment. 7 


Exception to Federal Policy. 


“This permission is an exception to 
Federal policy and will remain in force 
only until such time as a permanent 
airport is established by the munici- 
pality, the preliminary steps toward 
such endeavor, it is understood, having 
already been taken. 

“I am causing to be prepared the 
necessary instrument. granting this 
privilege » the District of Columbia, 
subject to the conditions as set forth § 
in your letter above referred to, which 
will be presented to you shortly for 
acceptance.” 

Washington is thus assured that it 
will have a stop on the New York-to- 
Atlanta air mail line.
